Menace To Recovery Plan 
Seen In Speed-up System 


Sioux City, lowa.—The fear that 
employers will inaugurate a_ well- 
defined scheme unduly .to speed up 
the workers and yet comply with 
the maximum hours and minimum 
wage provisions of the fair com- 
petition codes issued by the Pres- 
ident of the United States is ex- 
pressed by Howard N. Sturgeon, as- 
sistant editor of the Unionist and 
Public Forum, the official organ of 
the Sioux City Trades and Labor 
Assembly, in an editorial “Only the 
union can stop this.” 

Pointing out that in the past em- 
ployers have done this to beat the 
intent of the law when they were 
forced to pay more for a _ shorter 
work week in order to “gain for 
owners of industry the maximum 
profits,’ he stresses the fact that 
“the speed-up system is a scheme 
whereby the workers must do the 


work that ordinarily would take 
more help.” 
He adds: “The worker may have 


his hours shortened. He may re- 
eeive more money and yet do more 
work for that money in those hours 
than he did before. So far as the 
law is concerned there is no protec- 
tion to the worker from this system. 
Only through organization can he 
have a voice in putting a stop to 
such tactics. And if the organiza- 
tion is strong enough it can in- 
corporate in the code provisions to 
prohibit speed-up systems that if 
carried to their logical results, will 
mean the over-taxing of human en- 
durance.”

tion of Labor to the 1933 conven- 
tion of the Federation in session 
here. 

“In order to move forward forces 
started toward recovery on a large 
scale without losing the time neces- 


| sary for industries to organize and 


work out codes, the President asked 
trade groups and individual employ- 


|ers to make agreements with them,” 


the council said. “Evidently, these 
agreements were designed to be the 
instrumentality for turning the tides 
of business upward. The plan was 
three-fold: 

“The employers’ part is to act at 
once and all together to submit and 


scrupulously comply with agreements | 


with the President to shorten hours 
and raise wages, and to co-operate 
with employes in peaceful adjust- 
ment of differences.

“Forty dollars a month in several 
States ‘when school is open’ is set 
for the teachers, and school is never 
open more than nine month a’ year 
under the best conditions in the most 
forward States. Now in the States 
paying the lowest salaries, school is 
open four or five, perhaps as much 
as six months. The living wage of 


teachers therefore is perhaps as 
much as $240 a year, in these 
States. 

“These facts and figures are 


alarming and they aré tragic. They 
paint the picture of the passing of 
the free public school. They tell 
the tale of the direst sort of poverty 
of one group of workers—the teach- 
ers, 
Teachers on Relief Funds 
“In the face of this situation an 


appeal was made last spring for 
legislation which would enable the 
States to borrow to pay teachers, 


and to maintain the public schools, 
as banks could borrow to maintain 
their business. No help could be had 
directly through legislation, it was 
felt. But at this moment there is 
Made available some _ relief for 
teachers. 

“In some localities teachers are 
placed on public relief funds and 
they expect to teach without salary. 
A direct loan to States for educa- 
tional purposes would keep the prob- 
lem on an honest basis and prevent 
all these indirections.

Standard Wages Fixed 
By Cartels in Europe 


New York.—One of the bene- 
ficiences of the European cartels, 
according to a statement by W. J. 
L. Banham, chairman, and Dr. B. 
Birnbaum, cartel expert of the New 
York Board of Trade, who have re- 
cently made a study of the system 
abroad, is that they have enabled 
the employers to move wages of 
their workers up or down readily to 
conform to changes in the cost of 
living. 

“The members of the cartel,” the 
statement said, “knowing that the 
same level of wages would be bind- 
ing upon all affiliated enterprises 
felt much less reluctant to arrive 
at an agreement with Organized La- 
bor than is the case in countries 
where the principle of unlimited and 
unrestricted competition is strictly 
enforced. As a result it has been 
possible in Europe to fix wages on 
a uniform basis for an entire indus- 
try, and, furthermore, the wage level 
is adjusted much more easily to 
changes in the standard of living and 
prices. These adjustments are brought 
about with a minimum of friction 
and in a comparatively short time.” 

Their study further shows that the 
eartels are able to hold to a rela- 
tively small ratio the unused ca- 
pacity of their respective industries, 
regulating output for the long run, 
instead of speeding up to meet tem- 
porary demand and bringing on over- 
production.
